Humor for Children 


You Can’t Fool Youngsters, or Patronize Them, Either 


PHIL STONG 
Author of “Honk the Moose” and “State Fair’ 


SOME MONTHs Aco I carelessly agreed to 
speak at a children’s afternoon in the book- 
week program of a large department store, 
and automatically became the natural prey 
of fiends. The special fiends of the occasion 
were two little girls, probably twins, about 
six years old each or twelve years old together. 
hey were pretty and sweet in their decora- 
lions of stiff yellow organdy and they loathed 
me. I loathed them, too. 

[t was not an instinctive hatred. Under 
happier circumstances we might have grown 
accustomed to each other and even have come 


to the point where we would have pretended 
to be casual acquaintances—but not when | 
had to make a speech and they had to listen 
to me. Occasionally I could get a reluctant 
smile from them, though they had just been 
listening to Jolly Bill and to Uncle Wiggily 
and obviously resented my interruption. 

I felt a passing sympathy for them as | 
realized that our ideal was the same—that | 
should tie myself to a stake, pour coal oil 
over me and strike a match. I didn’t have 
any coal oil. 

I had come to the meeting quite unpre- 
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pared, with the delightful conviction that 
after years of teaching and writing I ‘could 
manufacture trivialties on the spur of the 
moment which would keep the tots amused 
and aroused. Afterward I remembered how 
carefully and artfully I had prepared my first 
attempt at composition for youngsters, and 
wished that I had considered it before I had 
forced ideas of elaborate murder upon these 
innocent child minds. 

Speaking or writing to children is not a 
matter of approaching little sub-humans or 
super-chimpanzees. It is a matter of ad- 
dressing people who have just been initiated 
into the elemental humanities—the brief, un- 
decorated and uninvolved facts of human 
behavior which may be covered up for us 
aged people, more or less, by further details 
of experience but which remain true and fun- 
damental. 

The problem in writing a children’s book 
is to keep a sophisticated and extraordinarily 
critical audience smiling almost constantly— 
for it is an audience that is greedy for fun— 
for fifteen thousand words, or, let us say, two 
hours. While doing this the writer must 
never use malice, must never be sardonic or 
satiric, can be only very lightly ironic, must 
not pun by word or idea and is debarred from 
nine-tenths of the conventional topics of 
adult humor—the war between the sexes, 
politics, etc. 

It sounds difficult. It is not difficult. It is 
amusing—and it is like running one’s mind 
through a filter, straining out all the little and 
big nastinesses and malevolences and com- 
plexities that necessarily accumulate on an 
adult life, leaving only that pure and sub- 
stantial residue which is the basis of all 
humor and—as far as I am concerned—of 
all healthy writing, the humor of character; 
the humor which deals gently with the fact 
that not all events are reasonable and not all 
behavior is logical. 

One of the delights of writing children’s 
books is that one can be and must be un- 
varyingly sympathetic about the eccentricities 
of his characters and his cosmos. When I 
start three children out for a digging expedi- 
tion, burdened down with shovels, mat- 
tocks, etc., and have the oldest and largest 
boy carrying only a trowel, because he is the 
“expert,” the young audience knows what is 
going on but feels that it is more a good 
trick than bad imposition. If the big boy 


forced the smaller ones to carry the heavier

burdens the whole tone of the episode would 
take an ugly change. 

In writing an adult novel it is too often 
necessary, in the interests of reality, to show 
such events in different lights. The realism 
demanded by children being less philosophi- 
cal, though far more explicit, than adult real- 
ism, one is able to work on the assumption, 
not yet entirely disproved, that this is a fun- 
damentally benevolent universe and that the 
amusement in its miscarriages of reason more 
than pays for the inconvenience. The young- 
sters will have time enough to discover that 
bitter injustice can exist in the world; it is 
enough for the moment if they learn to smile 
at profound, elementary absurdities, lightly 
presented. 

If this sounds patronizing it is awkwardly 
stated. The most serious error that a writer 
can make in approaching his child audience 
is to try to write down to it. He can bless 
his lucky stars if, deprived of all the super- 
ficial devices and tools which will fool a 
grown audience, he can write up to this 
grimly realistic bit of the population. These 
youngsters haven’t had time to fog their 
thinking with philosophies, politics, “convic- 
tion,” blondes, the Jones’s, etc. You may 
be able to convince me, by devious argument 
and presentation, that a Spanish onion is a 
rose, but don’t try to talk to my spaniel puppy 
on the subject. 

Unswerving realism is the trick. It is all 
right for the old witch to change into a 
beautiful princess, but if she does it around 
six p. m., she had better have supper imme- 
diately afterward. Alice’s neck grows up 
above the trees so that the pigeon naturally 
assumes that she is a snake. That is con- 
vincing. Had you been a pigeon you would 
have thought so too. The Little Lame Prince 
was served a handsome meal on his flying 
cape because he’d been joy-riding all after- 
noon and was hungry, of course. 

For this reason, dry understatement and 
the matter-of-fact afterthought seem to be 
the most effective of the ordinary imple- 
ments of humor for young readers. I sup- 
pose that Stevenson and Carroll are the great- 
est children’s writers who ever lived and they 
constantly employed these two perfectly con- 
ventional devices. Alice’s White Knights 
and griffons and Cheshire Cats utter only 
Victorian Commonplaces. Stevenson in his 
“Martial Elegy for Some Lead Soldiers, 
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sravely commiserates with their Captain, his 
stepson, Lloyd Osbourne: 


“But while unmoved their sleep they take, 
We mourn for their dear Captain’s sake, 
For their dear Captain, who shall smart 
Both in his pocket and his heart, 

Who saw his heroes shed their gore, 
And lacked a shilling to buy more!” 


3y combing the Grimm brothers, Ander- 
sen, E. T. A. Hoffman, Miss Mulock, and 
the others who have written memorable chil- 
dren’s stories, one can find scores of instances 
of this dry anticlimax. In achieving it one 
lines himself up with his young audience to 
smile at his own characters, his own fantasy. 
Children don’t care how much you lie to 
them provided you lie truthfully. 

For this reason, if I were raising a child, I 
should try to cultivate in him an implicit 
belief in a fictitious Santa Claus but not in a 
real one. That isn’t fair. 

Years ago, in Neodesha, Kansas, I had a 
rare group of children in an Eighth Grade 
English class. They were the “A” group— 
the pick of the classes. Since they knew con- 
siderably more about formal grammar as it 
is taught in the public schools than I did, it 
was possible for me to make mere drill tac- 
tics incidental to an attempt to stimulate in 
them an appreciation of the content of litera- 
ture and an understanding of its forms. We 
read and wrangled about Emerson—in the 
Eighth Grade. 

They were so intelligent and so well dis- 
ciplined—before I got them—that it was 
possible to play with them. Class rarely 
ended without a good argument or a good 
laugh, so that we all came to look forward 
to that hour each school day. It was not 
hecessary to insist on preparation for they all 
did more preparation, voluntarily, than 
should have been expected from college fresh- 
men, chiefly to try to get me down in the 
daily battle. (Which they not too infre- 
quently did.) 

Occasionally 
it was necessary 
to touch up mor- 
ale a trifle—not 
to get them to 
do reasonable 
work but to get 
the work of 
which they were 
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capable out of them. This was as much 

fun as the rest. The interchanges would go 

something like this: 

Teacher: Mr. Moore, (they became “Mister” 
and “Miss” when they had been delinquent 
in their studies) I see that the works of 
Homer have turned out to be too trivial 
to deserve your interest. 

Charley: No, no—it wasn’t that. You see, 
I couldn’t hold the book because I was all 
wrapped up in blankets while my clothes 
were drying out. 

Teacher: Oh, your clothes were damp! You 
shouldn’t work up a perspiration that way, 
rushing home to study the day’s assign- 
ment. 

Charley: You see, after I pulled these three 
kids out of the river— 

Teacher: And their dog? 

Charley: I got the dog first. Well, then, 
when they brought me to, the first thing I 
said was, “Get me home quick because I’ve 
got ten hours work ahead of me reading 
tomorrow’s English assignment! But they 
wouldn’t stand for it. They said I might 
catch pneumonia before they could give me 
the medal. 

(The class, all this time, sitting by and simu- 

lating terrific interest and admiration.) 

Teacher: Charley, I’m sorry that I mentioned 
the fact that you were trying to bluff to- 
day’s assignment. This is a heroic and 
memorable thing you’ve done and it should 
be preserved in history. Write me five 
hundred words about it tonight so that it 
can be properly filed in the national 
archives. 

Charley: I don’t want to brag—I think I 
could tell it in a hundred and fifty. 

Teacher: Only fifty words to a child—and 
not counting the dog! Five hundred, I 
think, Charles. 


Then some fool of a little girl would laugh 
and we’d all laugh but Charles would turn 
up the next morning with a detailed de- 
scription of his 
rescue of three 
children and a 
dog from drown- 
ing—padded out 
with moods and 
visualizations, 
and minutely de- 
tailing his sen- 
sations as he 
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pushed the last child ashore and sank back 
into the water exhausted, just before rescu- 
ing hands could reach him—for on this occa- 
sion he wasn’t rescued and they were still 
searching for his remains. This was his re- 
proach to me. 

Perhaps I was teaching those children to 
prevaricate and if so, I am sorry, for I was 
being paid merely to teach them English. 
At least two of them have subsequently 
made a pretty good thing of prevarica- 
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tion—one on a newspaper and another one 
on the stage. 

You can't fool these youngsters or patron- 
ize them. If you aren’t playing, they won't 
either. They know the simple human facts 
of the life to which they have so recently 
been introduced—those facts which grow so 
obscure after one’s mind has been cluttered 
with differentiations between hieroglyphics 
and hierarchies, dictators and dictaphones, 
Republicans and Democrats. 


Some Books I’ve Illustrated 


Informal Reminiscences of the Creator of Little Lord Fauntleroy 


REGINALD BIRCH 


ALTHOUGH I HAVE ILLUSTRATED well over one 
hundred books in my day, I can really re- 
member only a few because I have always 
been so dissatisfied with them after a week or 
two that I have not even kept them. So they 
are forgotten. However, I have been asked 
to write about them, and I'll try. I suppose 
I had better begin at the beginning and tell 
the why and wherefore of the commissions 
that were given me. 

Books had a great deal to do with my 
coming to America away back in ’71, for at 
that time I was given my choice of going to 
San Francisco with my father and mother or 
of staying in England and entering Rugby. 
I had been reading avidly, two very different 
stories. One was “Tom Brown’s School 
Days” and the other was Captain Mayne 
Reid’s impossible tales of adventures with 
American Indians. I loved them both but I 
weighed one against the other in my mind 
and the Redskins won! 

It was ten years later in 1881 when I made 
my second visit to the States that I had my 
first introduction to the St. Nicholas magazine 
and its editor, Mary Mapes Dodge. Long be- 
fore, when a boy in school, I got a prize (the 
only one I ever received) and it was her story 
“Hans Brinker,” but at that time I hadn’t the 
faintest idea of ever seeing America or Mrs. 
Dodge. 

Her point of view in regard to my work 
was refreshing in contrast to that of Frederick 
Dielman who had been a great chum of mine 
in Munich. He was the same who later be- 


came President of the National Academy. 
One day in looking over some sketch books of 
mine (those were the days when we all car- 
ried sketch books. Alas, the camera has now 
replaced them) he remarked that the draw- 
ings were damned clever but that he didn’t 
believe that I could draw a respectable woman 
if I tried. When I started making illustrations 
for St. Nicholas, Mrs. Dodge said to me one 
day, “Mr. Birch, the thing we love about your 
work is that you draw such perfect ladies!” 

When I commenced at St. Nicholas they 
gave me as a tryout a little jingle which was 
to be more or less a test because I was told 
afterwards that they had given it to nine 
different men to illustrate and they had made 
nothing of it. It ran like this: 


“Oh, carry me to college, sir 
To get a high degree 

A very learned doctor 

In college I would be 

They sent me home from college 
With never a degree 

And told me for to go and learn 


My A BC.” 


I can remember my illustration for this now. 
I put the portrait of a very learned doctor in 
the large initial at the beginning, then a 
youth carried in a sedan chair followed by a 
small “Buttons” with arms full of books, some 
of them falling to the ground. At the end of 
the verse I made the same student tearing his 
hair and being regarded by a grinning bust ot 
Minerva. My drawing was accepted and this 
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was my introduction to the Century Company 
and St. Nicholas Magazine. 

This led to orders for drawings for many 
ballads and jingles and shortly I was surprised 
by a request to illustrate a full length story to 
be printed serially and later published in book 
form. It was called “Little Lord Fauntleroy.” 
| don’t like to look at these drawings now. 
They seem to me crude and unworthy, but it 
‘s one book that I haven’t been able to lose or 
forget. It has followed me all of my life and 
all of my work of better quality has been 
pushed in the background. I am doomed to 
be known as the creator of “Little Lord Faunt- 
leroy.” I have tried to accept this punish- 
ment in a contrite spirit as penance for the 
suffering my pictures have inflicted upon in- 
numerable small boys forced to go throug 
their early trousered years in long-curled, vel- 
vet-suited and lace-collared misery, the victims 
of their mothers’ adoration for Mrs. Frances 
Hodgson Burnett’s hero. Many men have 
told me that they had to go through the 
“misery” of wearing that “Damned suit” that 
I invented—with one illustrious exception— 
no less than the famous author and critic, 
Alexander Woollcott, who told me that he not 
only wore it but liked it. 

It is possible that I was better equipped to 
make the illustrations of this book than most 
men because I had met a great many people 
who resembled the characters in my boyhood 
days on the Isle of Jersey; such as half-pay 
officers, retired admirals and generals and 
some few titled people who had gone there 
because it was cheap and charming. They 
Were conservative and narrow minded but dis- 
tinctly of the better class of English society. 
Dean Le Breton whom I met there was the 
tather of Lily Langtry. I remember her as a 
long lanky girl with flowing hair, the Du 
Maurier type, and I went to school with her 
two brothers. 

The picture of the Earl that I drew (the 
grandfather of Little Lord Fauntleroy) was 
tounded on my own grandfather whom I re- 
membered as a distinguished looking old 
gentleman who had entered the British Navy 
as a Middie of 13 years of age about two years 
alter the Declaration of Independence in this 
country. Mrs. Burnett had two boys whom she 
dressed somewhat like the costume I finally 
made for Fauntleroy himself, though I modi- 
hed it. It is interesting to note that one of 
these boys is now a member of my Club and 
's quite bald headed. It was an essentially 
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Little Lord Fauntleroy as he appeared in the 
new illustrations made by Mr. Birch for 
Scribner’s in 1911 


Victorian story and a life with which I was 
very familiar. 

Mrs. Burnett was a well-known author at 
that time, one of her best books being “Lass 
O’Lowrie” and the publishers considered it a 
feather in their caps to get Fauntleroy. The 
amount I was paid for the illustration was 
absurdly small, but I suppose I should have 
felt amply compensated, for after it was put 
on the stage, I received two free tickets to the 
opening performance. There was a much 
finer compensation, however, in the pleasure 
I had in meeting that delightful little actress, 
Elsie Leslie and her beautiful sister. She 
originated the part of Fauntleroy on the stage 
and was always to me the best of the lot of 
them who came afterward. 

When I met her, I made her a present of a 
little drawing of Little Lord Fauntleroy bow- 
ing to her. She said, “Why do you make his 
legs so long?” “Naturally,” I replied, “so he 
can get to you as quickly as possible.” 

At that time, many men—among them 
Mark Twain—vied for Elsie Leslie’s favors. 
He worked her a pair of wool slippers and 
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One of Mr. Birch’s illustrations for “Master 
Skylark” (Appleton-Century) 


gave them to her. I saw his letter of presen- 
tation which ran something like this: 

“Dear Elsie: I have worked these slippers 
for you with my own hands and I have twice 
as many pores in my body than I had when I 
started,” then as far as I can remember, he 
ended by saying, “I shall not advise you to 
wear them in public because somebody might 
shoot you, therefore wear them next to your 
heart. Devotedly, - 

Ellwood Hendrick the famous chemist was 
another admirer of Elsie Leslie and flattered 
me very much when meeting me by raising 
his fingers at me and saying tragically, “My 
hated rival.” 

In those days we used to send our drawings 
to the publisher by a messenger boy whom we 
called directly from our studios by a switch. 
We used to pay Western Union at the end of 
the month. So far reaching was this service 
that women often took these boys to the 
theater as chaperones. I deplore this is no 
longer possible. One day during the time I 
was illustrating Lord Fauntleroy—I was 
living at the Benedict in Washington Square 
and Century Company had just moved up to 
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Union Square—I called a messenger to seni 
one of my final drawings to the publisher, | 
noticed that he was a sort of frivolous type 
and the drawing was quite large, so I was 
disturbed after he left with it. I hastily put 
on my things and followed him, overtaking 
him as he got to Union Square. It was rain- 
ing and there was a very high wind. Hi 
was amusing himself by tossing my drawing 
up in the air. It would float for awhile and 
then drop in the mud. We arrived at Cen 
tury Co, with the boy in my custody, and 
rather crestfallen. 

After the success of Little Lord Fauntleroy, 
Mrs. Burnett wrote many other juvenile 
stories and expressing herself pleased with my 
illustrations, requested that I make the draw 
ings for them. There was a series of books 
which I remember “Editha’s Burglar,” “Sara 
Crewe,” “Giovanni,” “Two Little Pilgrims” 
and later, “The One I Knew Best of All,” 
being a story about herself. By this time | 
was virtually on the staff of St. Nicholas and 
did an immense amount of work, many bal- 
lads and stories. I remember one by Frank 
R. Stockton who was to me one of the most 
charming and able writers, alas, long since 
forgotten. Then I began to get other books 
to do; “The Horn of Roland,” “Lady Jane,” 
“The Story of Vitean,” “Saltillo Boys,” “His- 
toric Girls,” “The Youth Plupy,” and some ot 
the Ballads were printed in book form and 
called “Down Durley Lane.” One has one’s 
favorites, of course, and one of mine was 
“Shakespeare’s Little Lad.” It was also 
printed serially in St. Nicholas before publica. 
tion in book form. 

The book which particularly appealed to me 
though, was one called “Master Skylark” by 
John Bennett. It was also a child’s book and 
a delight to illustrate. I knew the author 
well, in fact we became very good friends and 
I have two letters of appreciation from him 
which I prize more than anything in the 
world. In one of these he writes me— 
“the setting is just full of the touch and es 
sence of romance which you possess more 
than any other draftsman I know.” I am 
afraid the romance was in his story and had 
to crop out in the illustrations. It partic 
ularly appealed to me because it was laid in 
the Elizabethan period and _ introduced 
Shakespeare. It had real pathos and was al 
together an outstanding juvenile classic. One 
of the pictures, representing the Elizabethan 
theater showing stage and audience was used 
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‘ny Harvard to illustrate the lectures on the 
drama as the best example of the stage of 
that period. Unfortunately, although the 
subject was so splendid, I feel that I failed to 
do justice to the story. 

After this along came many other books to 
illustrate. There was a drawing for a story 
of Kentucky mountaineers—“Red Head” it 
was called—by John Uri Lloyd which had a 
certain amount of value. Dodd, Mead 
published this. Another book, “The Ad- 
miral’s Caravan” by Caryl was clever and 
amusing. At one time I did “Silas Marner” 
tor Blackwood, the Edinburgh people, and 
“Little Men” for a Boston publisher. There 
were always the Children’s Magazines and | 
may be pardoned if I quote a phrase from a 
letter written me by Pringle Barret, Editor of 
The Youth’s Companion—“How pleasant it 
is to receive drawings that do not stop where 
the text stops! It is as if they said, ‘Hurry 
and read the verse, then look at us; we have 
more to say.’ ” 

| have a great many agreeable memories of 
my association with Art Editors and ofttimes 
amusing things happened. Drake was Art 
Director of St. Nicholas and Lewis Fraser was 
Art Manager. One day Fraser was sitting in 
his ofice and a woman who had been waiting 
a long time was shown in asking for a chance 
to do some illustrating for Century or St. 
Nicholas. 

“Have you any drawings with you?” he 


asked. 
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“No.” 

“I can’t give you an answer then,” he said. 

“Oh, I’ve never made any,” the woman 
said, “I’m a corset maker by profession, but 
I’m tired of that so I thought I’d like to make 
illustrations for magazines.” Poor Fraser 
had to explain that it was necessary to study 
five or six years abroad, etc, etc. 

Another time I was in the office when 
Oliver Herford came in with some drawings 
of animals with little verses. He had a 
slight contention with Drake about the price, 
as Drake said he couldn’t possibly pay more 
than $15 apiece. Finally Oliver accepted but 
asked for the drawing of the rhinoceros back 
again and going into the other room, he 
changed it by removing one of its horns say- 
ing to Drake, “For $15 I can only give you 
one horn.” 

It is delightful to draw for children and I 
never had a criticism from a child that hadn’t 
got some vital reason and good sound sense. 
I think that they like simple illustrations, 
straight-forward and dramatic, pathetic or 
humorous; but they must always be more or 
less full of action or healthy sentiment. And, 
also they must be authentic. I have letters 
from these child readers long since grown up 
telling me of some long forgotten work that 
had clung in their memories through all the 
years. One of these came only a year or two 
ago from Leicester B. Holland, Chief of the 
Division of Fine Arts of the Library of Con- 
gress. He says, “You and Howard Pyle

were the first artists whose work I hailed by 
name. ...I don’t suppose you remember 
Oliver Herford’s 


Sir Rojer de Romily Rose 

Had at least sixty-five suits of clothes. 
His cravats of all styles 
Measured miles upon miles, 

While his ruffles and _ frills—goodness 


knows! 


There was a tiny drawing by you of a laun- 
dress throwing up her hands in dismay, that 
was a gem. The impression it made on my 
childish mind has never grown dim.” Such 
a tribute makes life worth living. 

As to the child critics, I was once told by 
one that a camel didn’t walk the way I had 
drawn it. It was true, because I had made 
it trotting and a camel is a pacer. 

One rarely receives an unconscious compli- 
ment, so I was very flattered by the actions of 
a little boy who got on the same elevated with 
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me one day. He had a copy of St. Nicholas 
in his hand. Turning the pages, he came to 
some illustrations I had made. He looked 
at them carefully, then went on and looked at 
others. Finally he turned back to my illus. 
trations and began to read the story. 

But perhaps the highest praise I ever had 
from a child was written me by John Ben- 
nett. In speaking of the characters in 
“Master Skylark” and my depicting of them, 
he goes on, “Carew’s face in the prison-scene 
is as strong and sympathetic a piece of work 
as I can remember: a little Kansas City girl 
here cried over it, although she assured me 
she did not like Gaston Carew a bit.” 

Illustrations for children are difficult be- 
cause the stories invariably introduce so many 
different things—animals, flowers, birds— 
and you have to get them right; to say noth- 
ing of the exercise of imagination necessary 
to picture gnomes, fairies and other fanciful 
creatures. In so many juvenile books today, 
the artists seem to be only bent on pleasing 
themselves and satisfied to make a decorative 
pattern (which I don’t think any of the chil- 
dren understand) and indulging their own 
idea of art as an abstraction. Even in the 
adult art of today, many of them present fig- 
ures with one leg or one eye. Perhaps there 
is some other reason for it, say the grounds of 
economy, as the poet says—“a single eye, a 
single thought”—which is economical but 
very singular. 

Coming down to the present day, my latest 
things have given me great pleasure in doing 
—two books by Louis Untermeyer, and “The 
Far Town Road” by Emma Gelders Sterne 
(Dodd, Mead, publishers) which is still in 
the making and will come out in November. 
The books by Untermeyer are “The Last 
Pirate” and “Rainbow in the Sky”; the first 
being a connected story from the Gilbert and 
Sullivan Operas which I have known and 
loved all my life and the second an anthology 
of children’s verse including nursery rhymes. 
This was entirely up my street. As this book 
is only just off the press, for the present 
moment I am not entirely ashamed of the 
drawings, but this feeling may not last longer 
than a week.

Time and the Natural Selective Process May Be Regulation Enough 
of Reading for Children Unless the Amount of Trash 


Becomes Too Great

Fork SEVERAL YEARS, While I was working on 
The Dial, 1 used to get myself into trouble 
regularly with a variety of organizations by 
suggesting, in the October issue, that Rabe- 
lais was good reading for children. It all 
rose from the simple circumstance that one 
of the books which gave me great pleasure 
when I was nine or ten was a child’s garden 
of Gargantuan humor, the pickings of Panta- 
gruel. I can’t help it. The book did exist, 
although I’ve never been able to find it again; 
it had grand illustrations; and I suppose it 
was not obscene. The guardians of my mor- 
als were liberal, but not licentious. 

Impossible as it is for me to say that my 
tastes were early corrupted, I still confess that 
| begin now to have doubts about my early 
reading. I’m not so sure that “Beautiful Joe” 
had the right moral tone or the good English 
style. 

[ read too much, anyhow, and have be- 
come, later in life, addicted to the habit of 
reading without believing that reading a lot 
is an especially good thing. I have, under 
observation, two young people who like to 
read. It is hard not to throw good books in 
their way, hard not to prevent them from 
reading the thick, badly made, trash on sale 
at the five-and-ten’s, the records in print, God 
torbid, of the doings of the radio heroes. It 
is hard to develop a principle and to say that 
up to the age of five or seven or ten or fif- 
teen, children should be protected from trash. 
[ still read such a lot of trash myself. I can’t 
say, “Don’t read Dick Tracy” or whoever 
the monstrous character is, so long as I read 
the most appallingly silly mystery stories, the 
kind without real mystery, the kind built on 
absurdities and featuring a miraculously suc- 
cesstul central character who is obviously pin- 
ing tor a radio serial. 

It seems to me, with my minute experi- 
ence, that often children like to read for the 


sake of looking at words, that is, without 
caring particularly whether they get any 
meaning whatever from the printed page. | 
saw a lad who can’t be ten pick up “Crime 
and Punishment,” attracted only by the first 
part of the title, and read the first paragraph 
through, proposing to continue because he 
liked the character of the man who had to 
sneak by the landlady’s door because he owed 
the rent. And I should have checked any 
effort on the part of his parents to forbid him, 
because I remembered a visitor to our house 
when I was about eleven who looked at the 
books and said, “Does your father let you 
read such filth as that?” pointing to Zola’s 
“Fécondité,” and then, “Oh, I see it’s in 
French.” I told him, proudly, that my father 
would let me read anything. I was right 
about my father. Actually, I was reading 


“David Copperfield.” 


Something of an Anarchist 


The boys who didn’t read much, when I 
was about fourteen, were the good skaters, 
and I wanted to be, and was not, a good 
skater. Hence a prejudice against my own 
capacity; I could and did read everything. 
Hence I remain something of an anarchist in 
the entire business; dubious about reading, 
definitely opposed to too much regulation, 
trusting to time and the natural selective proc- 
ess. But I am aware that things in a mod- 
ern city aren’t what they were in the village 
of my youth when the 18g0’s crept toward 
the 1900’s. 

Providing bad books for children is some- 
thing of a racket, and I know why publishers 
of good ones have to work so hard to get 
them read. But I cannot work out any gen- 
eral principles. I believe I read “Alice in 
Wonderland” when I was about ten; I liked 
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it better at twenty, liked it less at thirty-five, 
and now can’t for my life see why children 
like it at all, except as I liked Rabelais, as 
an adventure book, a fairy story. Certainly 
what we see in Alice isn’t—and shouldn't be 
—visible to their young eyes. For myself, 
Babar is a complete enchantment and from 
many testimonies, I gather that children like 
him, too. A happy coincidence, which goes 
for Little Black Sambo, also. But can you 
say that those books are best for children 
which do not make their parents a little 
bit sick? 

My dislike for Milne is so intense that I 
have named Morton, the English columnist 
(“Beachcomber”) my favorite poet; he wrote 


Hush! Hush! 
Nobody cares! 
Christopher Robin 


Has fallen downstairs. 


But I couldn’t snatch “When We Were Very 
Young” from the sticky and adoring hands of 
a child. My principles aren’t strong enough. 


Radio, the Enemy of Reading 


The great enemy of children’s reading, just 
now, is the radio. And the only way pub- 
lishers will conquer, is by combining with 
the radio. I haven't followed programs 
closely for a summer, thank heaven, but last 
year the hours from 5 to 7 were full of woe- 
ful stuff. Why haven’t good children’s books 
been radio-dramatized? Why hasn’t the air 
been used to furnish children with a sharper 
appetite for books not published by rack- 
eteers? 

I suggested, a few months ago, a reduc- 
tion of the Sherlock Holmes adventures in 
the manner of Lamb’s Tales from Shake- 
speare. Luckily, most of the crimes of these 
adventures are not sexual; the simplification 
would be one of language, chiefly. The stories 
themselves have been successful on the air, for 
adults; they could be done again to advertise 
laxatives or breakfast food to children. The 
radio presentations would lead to interest in 
the books. And—most important of all— 
they would be more exciting and more ab- 
sorbing than the mechanical stuff now of- 
fered, so that they might drive some of it to 
obscurity. My choice of subject may have 
been wrong, but I think my idea was right: 
it is up to the publishers, who can count on 
the support of powerful organizations of par- 
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ents, somehow to get their good things on 
the air. 

Dime novels didn’t penetrate, in my child- 
hood, to our part of southern New Jersey, 
so I cannot say that they were the equivalent 
of radio serials. I know that somehow there 
fell into our hands two weekly newspapers 
which memory persists in calling the Chi. 
cago Blade and Toledo Ledger. One of them 
had a horror picture on the first page, every 
week; usually it was printed in ghastly red: 
some forerunner of the Ku Klux Klan, I seem 
to recall, frightened a man to death; some- 
one, for some reason, got the water-cure: 
murder and sudden death. Those pictures 
actually haunted my childhood, for months 
at a time. Nothing on the air now can be 
as bad, I think. And here I an, still so 
wavering in principle, still so willing to let 
children go ahead and select what they like, 
that I can’t even definitely say I wish I had 
been forbidden to see those newspapers. Cer- 
tainly they did no good; the world would 
have been quite as well off if they had never 
been published at all. And yet—! 


Problem of Bulk 


Is there a Gresham’s Law about litera- 
ture? Does the inferior always drive out 
the superior? What we have to face now is 
largely a problem of bulk. The amount of 
bad stuff in sheer weight is so overpowering 
that the good may not get a chance. That 
may be the new factor which will throw my 
philosophic anarchism into the discard. I’m 
not sure. 

In all probability my own childhood was 
misdirected. My father, in 1900, allowed 
my brother and myself such freedom ot 
choice, threw so many decisions upon us, left 
us too independent, that the enlightened par- 
ent of the 1930’s seems to us barely to be 
catching up to him. He actually was to such 
an extent a philosophical anarchist that he 
never tried to make philosophical anarchists 
out of his children. Whatever guidance we 
had was unknown to us, a selection, perhaps, 
of a general frame of reference, with the 
choice of details in our hands. We never 
had, then, the pleasure of reading forbidden 
books, because no books were forbidden. | 
do not think our minds were peculiarly clut 
tered with trash. 

But as I said, the amount of trash may now 
become too great. Let the publishers look 
to it.

BerTHA GUNTERMAN comes from old Ken- 
tucky—Louisville—like most southern girls 
was privately educated, with some work in 
the University of Louisville and auditory 
courses in the University of California and 
Columbia. She went into library work first, 
and was head of the Order and Accession 
Department of the Louisville Free Public Li- 
brary for seven years, and had a short term of 
service in the Los Angeles Public Library. 
She has always been interested in children’s 
books, as she has a baker’s dozen of nieces 
and nephews with the most varied tastes in 
reading. 

“I early learned,” she says, “not to show

Miss Gunterman had practical selling ex- 
perience for a short time in two book shops, 
the Sather Gate Book Shop at Berkeley and 
Himebaugh & Browne, then on Fifth Ave. 
opposite the New York Public Library, and 
in 1922 went to Longmans, Green as library 
correspondent, following a year in Houghton 
Mifflin’s San Francisco office. When requests 
came in to bring back into print certain books 


tor children, plans for a children’s book de- 
partment began to grow. Longmans, Green 
welcomes initiative, and this department was 
definitely launched in 1925, with its editor 
given a free hand to shape it however she 
pleased. 

A glance at the Longmans list shows how 
well that has worked. Bertha Gunterman 
believes in a balanced list, “historical stories 
that recreate a period are valuable, as well as 
modern stories that honestly give a picture 
ot contemporary life, and folk tales to feed 
the imagination.” 

A few of the most outstanding titles 
on the Longmans juvenile list are: Ella 
Young s three—“The Tangle-Coated Horse,” 
The Wonder-Smith and His Son,” and 

Uhe Unicorn with Silver Shoes”; John Ben-

nett’s “Pigtail of Ah Lee Ben Loo”; Marian 
Hurd McNeely’s books, especially “The 
Jumping-Off Place”; Merriam Sherwood’s in- 
comparable story of the Cid, “The Tale of 
the Warrior Lord”; Laura Adams Armer’s 
“Waterless Mountain” and “Dark Circle of 
Branches”; “The Pageant of Chinese His- 
tory,” by Elizabeth Seeger; and Margaret 
Raymond’s “A Bend in the Road.” 

In 1928 Miss Gunterman inaugurated a 
prize contest for the best children’s manu- 
script to be submitted to Longmans, Green. 
This was won by Charles Finger’s “Cour- 
ageous Companions,” the story of a boy who 
sailed with Magellan. Two years later an- 
other similar contest was conducted, and 
“Waterless Mountain” by Laura Adams 
Armer was the prize-winning manuscript. 
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This book was also awarded the Newbery 
Medal in 1932. 

Miss Gunterman had a creative part in 
getting “The Jumping-Off Place” written. 
She met Mrs. McNeely at a tea in New York, 
and found that this author who had not 
written a book for twenty years, had two 
good plots well worked out in her mind. 
All she needed was sympathetic encourage- 
ment. 

One of the rewards for this has been Mrs. 
McNeely’s amusing letters. Once in a period 
of hectic house-cleaning she burned the copy 
of a book that was then in press, and wrote 
contritely: “I haven’t had so deep and lasting 
a fit of humility since I was homesteading, 
and broke the only fever thermometer in all 
of Tripp County. I'll never be able to forgive 
myself for that burnt copy. I hope you have 
been able to conceal the story of my shame 
from Mister Longmans. Somehow, I don’t 
seem to mind Mister Green’s knowing—I 
always think of him as a simple, kindly soul, 
when I see the firm name. But Mr. Long- 
mans is another type, and I trust he will not 
have to know.” 

Herself the editor of a delightful book of 
Spanish fairy tales, “Castles in Spain, and 
Other Enchantments,” Spain is one of her 
hobbies, and she visited it this year, in June, 
incidentally attending the international li- 
brary conference in Madrid. Travel is an- 
other hobby and whenever she can Bertha 
Gunterman is off across the Atlantic to the 
Old World. This past year she has spent 
abroad, on leave of absence, traveling in Italy, 
England, Spain and Germany. In addition 
to writing herself Miss Gunterman has edited 
several books, notably “Tartan Tales from 
Andrew Lang,” which she selected for the 
Longmans, Green list because she liked its 
dry Scotch quality. 


Junior Novels a Specialty 


While all of the juvenile books on Long- 
mans’ list are of high standard and of excel- 
lent literary merit, Miss Gunterman’s ac- 
knowledged specialty is books for the older 
boy and girl, “junior novels.” There is a gap 
between thirteen or fourteen, and the age 
when the adolescent turns to adult fiction, 
that needed to be filled. Some years ago this 
was a very great need; today it is less so, 
partly because Miss Gunterman has made it 
her business to help fill this gap. One of the 
best “junior novels” that presents the eco- 
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nomic status of the world as young America 
must face it, is a book mentioned on the pre- 
ceding page, “A Bend in the Road.” It has 
been widely acclaimed, not only as a book 
for older girls; but one that can be read with 
profit as well by adults. 

The Longmans list of books based on his- 
tory, for older boys and girls is perhaps the 
finest in the country. From the time of 
Carthage, down through the Wars of the 
Roses and the Great Erasmus, clear to Amer- 
ican history, with its clipper ships and wheels 
to the West, the list goes. 


Romance Is Needed 


Unlike some critics of children’s literature, 
Miss Gunterman believes boys and girls in 
their *teens should find the right amount of 
romance in books written for them. “Every 
normal young person has a decided slant to- 
ward romance,” she said in a recent inter- 
view. “I think authors and parents should 
recognize that it is natural for them to enjoy 
that kind of reading. In girls this appetite 
is usually very sensitive and should not be 
discouraged. Everybody wants affection and 
romance in real life and in books, and | 
think they should have it. We need fiction 
to tide young readers over to the years when 
they can understand adult novels.” 

Besides travel, Miss Gunterman’s other 
absorbing hobby is the theater. So when 
she can’t charter a ship for a new Odyssey 
she buys theater tickets, and sails away for 
evenings of new exploration. 


Defence of Ella Young 


One of the greatest services ever rendered 
the literary world was Miss Gunterman’s 
spirited and gallant defence of Ella Young, 
when that distinguished Irish author and 
scholar was barred from re-entry into the 
United States in 1931 by a misguided Amer- 
ican consul in British Columbia. After four 
months, during which Miss Gunterman spent 
every waking hour in writing to men and 
women of letters, and in political life, for 
aid, Miss Young was re-admitted. As one 
critic said, “Miss Young is not only rare 1n 
a generation but rare in the life of a race, 
and her exclusion from the United States 
would be an everlasting disgrace.” Miss 
Young had come to America in 1927, follow- 
ing the publication of her first book by Long- 
mans. 
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When Boys Read the Books They Like 


A Heretical Booklist 


HUBERT V. CORYELL

THERE ARE BOOKLISTS AND BOOKLISTS. We who 
are parents and we who are teachers are 
always eager to get help in the guidance of 
our children’s reading; and we can scan each 
new list hopefully. Unfortunately all too 
many of them are made up from a point of 
view that greatly lessens their value to us. 

There is the too thorough and inclusive 
list painstakingly made up by committees of 
educators and librarians. We admire the 
completeness of it. We gasp at the amount 
of labor that went into its compiling. But, 
when we come to try to use it, we find that 
we can only flounder about vaguely among 
its hundreds of titles. 

Then there is the list prepared by the Eng- 
lish Department of our boy’s school. We 
find that it is made up almost wholly from 
the point of view of literary excellence. We 
discover on it too many of the books that 
we ourselves were forced to read, as young- 
sters, and found dull and _ tiresome—those 
masterpieces like “Silas Marner” and “The 
King of the Golden River.” We suspect the 
titles that are unfamiliar of being equally un- 
alluring. We want books that our children 
will read willingly. The job of driving a 
boy through a book is thankless; and, if we 
have any common sense, we know that the 
boy will both hate the book, and draw back 
trom any other book that we recommend. 
Che ultra-literary booklist too often does just 
the opposite from what it is meant to do. It 
drives young people away from books and 


makes them distrust both booklists and adult 
advisers, 

In despair we go to a good bookstore. 
Here we find great stacks of attractive vol- 
umes. We flit from one to another of them, 
tollowed by the helpful—perhaps too helpful 
—clerk, who tells us, “Yes, that book is sell- 
ing well.” “Yes, that book is having a splen- 
did success.” “Yes, that is one of the best of 
the new books.” We suddenly realize that 
this is just what we are seeing—the new 
books, those just out or out for not more than 


a year or two. These are the ones that are 
being pushed by the publishers, of course. 
Timidly we ask if some of our own old favor- 
ites are still selling. Oh, yes, we are told, and 
we are shown beautiful gift editions—at three 
dollars a volume. We demur at the high 
price, and are shown obviously cheap editions 
at one dollar. We don’t know what to decide. 
Finally we see a most attractive booklet 
containing lists of books, classified helpfully, 
with attractive pictures and illuminating com- 
ments. We take one home to study over in 
a mood of judicial calm. 

We start in on the bookstore’s list, full of 
enthusiasm, skimming along through it, 
stopping here and there to read the comments. 
Presently it dawns on us that we are reading 
blurbs—publishers’ advertising comments. 
This is not a booklist: it is a catalog. Every 
comment is an attempt to sell. All the books 
listed are new. No book that we ever heard 
of seems to be there. The beautiful, helpful- 
seeming booklist is a sales-talk. Some of the 
books may be splendid. But how do we 
know which ones? 

More than twenty years ago, as a teacher of 
English, but still pretty much of a boy myself 
as far as books go, I began to rebel against 
the literary lists published by English De- 
partments. It seemed to me that boys had a 
right to enjoy their reading just as much as 
grown people; and I felt sure that there must 
be plenty of books that were really alluring to 
the boy and at the same time either of good 
literary quality or at least full of worth-while 
mental or spiritual enrichment. With this 
conviction, I began systematically to ask boys 
to tell one another about their favorite books 
in my presence. To my great satisfaction | 
discovered that there were plenty of favorites 
that were thoroughly worth reading—in fact 
that, where any great number of boys could 
agree on a favorite, it was almost certain to 
be a book that I could recommend, too. So I 
began building up my heretical list—heretical 


is 
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because the recommendations came _ exclu- 
sively from boys—and I have been taking 
votes on books every year since, until I can 
say with considerable confidence now about 
certain books, “Yes, that is a book that boys 
really like; and it’s a good book, too.” 


Here are some of the not too recent books 
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that have proved to be outstanding. Note 
how many of our own old favorites are on it. 
Of course no one book can be expected to hit 
every boy. But all of these will hit a great 
number of boys and hit them hard. Those 
with the most universal appeal, I have starred. 
The age groupings are only suggestive.

It will be noted that many standard books 
of unquestioned merit are not on this list, 
such as “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” “Two Years 
sefore the Mast,” “The Oregon Trail,” 
“Oliver Twist,” “Quentin Durward,” “Kim, 
and “Westward Ho.” A few mature boys 
will read these and others in their literary 
class with real pleasure and benefit; but they 
were written for grown people, and many 
boys find them slow reading. I am not will- 
ing to risk my reputation with the boys by 
including them as “sure-fire” books. 

So much for the books that have won 
recognition in the past. There are perhaps 
itty more that are almost as good, and still 
another hundred that are worth reading. I 
could list them, but I want the above list to 
be really selective. I have included in it only 
the books that I know will be enjoyed by 
most of the boys who try them. Now, how 
about the newer books—those, we'll say, that 
have been published in the past ten years? 

It so happens that for nearly three years 
now, I have been on a committee that has 


been reading all of the new books for young 
people that have any promise, just as fast as 
they come out. Each member of that com- 
mittee has read well over a hundred books, 
and has submitted the best of them for boys 
and girls to read also before listing them in 
the yearly bulletin. In the course of this 
reading, I have come across a few books that 
are almost surely destined to win their way 
on to the permanent list of favorites. Many 
others may or may not do so. The list that 
follows is made up of those books which, 
judged by their popularity among the boys, 
are worth trying, and according to my own 
opinion are worth reading. The ones that I 
consider real masterpieces and surely of 
permanent value, I have starred. It is to be 
remembered that I cannot recommend this 
list with the same assurance as the first, be- 
cause the books have not stood the test of 
time. However, of the newer books that 
have found their way to the attention of my- 
self and my boys, these are the most prom- 
ising.

Reading for Fun 


An Interpretation of the Book Week Theme 
By ANNE CARROLL MOORE 


READING 


“Tuere 1s no bond like having read and 
liked the same books,” says E. Nesbit. 

Her children talk about the books they 
read as naturally as they talk about their 
play. And this, it seems to me, is to give 
reading its own place in a child’s life. 

“Tt’s “fun to read when you don’t have to,” 
a small boy confided very early in my expe- 
rience in a children’s library. 

“Reading is about the best sport there is 
after you get the hang of it,” said another. 

“T never liked to read until I saw such lots 
of interesting books all at once and could try 
any one I wanted to and then try another 
if I didn’t like that one. It took lots of 
books to make me like reading but now I 
love it the way I do swimming and dancing.” 
It was a twelve-year-old girl who needed “lots 
of interesting books” to discover for herself 
the joy of reading for reading’s own sake. 

There is unmistakable joy in the heart and 
on the face of the girl or boy, the man or 
woman who has once made that precious 
discovery and keeps on reading for the fun 
of it. 

One should read what one likes if one is 
to love reading, and children’s tastes in books 
are at once more varied and variable than 
the tastes of grown-ups. 

Nothing short of continuous natural ex- 
posure to many books of different kinds and 
values and abiding faith in the power of lit- 
erature itself to transform taste and create 
new interests in the world of books will 
make reading for fun a reality in our own 
day and age. 

I have long believed that reading should be 
more widely and consistently treated in our 
schools on a par with drawing and music. 

Thorough mastery of the mechanics of 
reading is essential. It is akin to the learn- 
ing and practice of the rules of the game in 
the world of sport and should be so repre- 
sented to children. But word recognition and 
definition and book reports too often become 
oe of reading habits of an enduring

have yet had for Children’s Book Week. It 
stirs the imagination and suggests fresh ex- 
plorations of those children’s books which 
have contributed the most real fun to read- 
ing and challenges the output of the present 
and future to continue to give the children 
a good time in the writing, the illustrating 
and the publishing of books.

The Outlook Is Bright 


THE ouTPuT of new books for boys and girls 
is on the upturn again; the first nine months 
this year show 413 titles as against 337 for 
a similar period last year. Quantities of titles 
are, of course, not so important as quality 
and the success in selling, but numbers do 
indicate publishers’ returning confidence in 
this market, a confidence which has been 
justified by a slow but steady upturn in sales. 

Four years ago the new titles per year had 
reached 873 (together with 245 new edi- 
tions) which the observing publishers said 
was too many for the market. Under a new 
enthusiasm for children’s book publishing, 
ideas had been budding rapidly, promising 
authors and artists had been found and en- 
couraged and lists had increased. The plant 
investment in a children’s book is higher per 
book than in other types of publishing and 
can only be supported by a long, steady sale. 
When that hope disappeared in the depres- 
sion, the curtailment was rapid until in 1934, 
the new titles were 466 and new editions 
135. 

It is to be hoped that it was the poorer 
material which was dropped off. It would 
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seem so from this fall’s showing, for there 
seem to be new books from all of the authors 
who have made any real names for them. 
selves in the boom decade, and illustrations 
by as fine a group of illustrators as a pub- 
lishing season ever had. 


A Bettered Half Dollar 


THE HALF DOLLAR has long been marked as 
the children’s own trading piece, the maxi- 
mum amount of book purchasing power 
which boys and girls are themselves likely 
to possess at one time or the amount which 
is handed them by father and mother for a 
Saturday morning bookstore visit. It is a 
happy thing, therefore, that the half dollar 
has taken on new purchasing power in the 
last few years, as will be very clearly evi- 
denced on the bookstore counters this fall. 

Formerly the Fifty-Cent Lines took two di- 
rections, the ever popular “Tom, Swift,” 
“Rover Boys,” “Bobbsey Twins,” and other 
series which were rapidly expanded by busy 
writers to include the present-day interests of 
boys and girls, and secondly, the old accepted 
stories whose names were familiar to all, An- 
dersen, Grimm, Lamb’s Tales, “Pinocchio” 
and other books always in demand and there- 
fore profitably printed in large low-priced 
editions. 

The new entrants into the fifty-cent field 
have come partly through the expiration ot 
copyrights of the favorites of a half century 
ago and partly as the result of a recanvass 
by the series publishers of the available ma- 
terial for older boys. Typical of the former 
group are the several Alcott stories, “Tom 
Sawyer,” “Hans Brinker,” “Story of a Bad 
Boy,” while to the latter have been added 
editions of “Two Years Before the Mast,” 
Kipling’s India Stories, and lives of Kit Car- 
son, Davy Crockett, to mention but a few. 

This broadening of the fifty-cent lines will 
be the more important if it lures more ol 
the boys and girls themselves into the book- 
shops to test their own taste in book selection. 
The book store habit is not developed by 
an occasional visit to buy a textbook but by 
voluntary visits to spend one’s own precious 
money. The fifty-cent customer finds his 
way to the dollar counters, and here boys and 
girls will find a still broader selection of ad- 
venture, lives of the great, fiction and history. 

To make personal friends of the young 
people these popular-priced counters must be 
cared for sedulously. 
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Adding Reference Books to Home 
Shelves 


\ TEACHER in a secondary school probably di- 
rects the work of a hundred and fifty chil- 
dren for five periods a week, in English, 
social science, or languages, or more children 
for fewer hours per week in art or crafts. 
Each student has a textbook, often also a 
work book; on the teacher’s desk are his ref- 
erence books, and on shelves at the side of 
the room are a few copies each of parallel 
textbooks, if the school is well equipped. 
There is probably a school library in the 
building and a public library in the town 
center. 

That would seem to be reference material 
enough for any teaching program; but is it? 
The teacher in social science, let us say, as- 
signs to his class the subject of the Supreme 
Court and its powers. He points out the 
chapter in the textbook and tells the library 
to get out its material. If all the hundred 
and fifty pupils descend on the library at one 
time, no librarian can meet the demand. If 
they arrive at the public library along with 
classes doing research in English, in ancient 
history, in art, etc., the public library is over- 
widened and is forced to curtail its other 
types of work. 

Lucky is the child who has some refer- 
ence books at home, and the teacher fully 
realizes just how fortunate that child is. 
The teacher, however, can do little to en- 
courage home reference shelves; if he does 
so, he may be criticized by parents who are 
loath to increase family expenditures. There 
are many homes which could easily afford to 
own the essential reference books but which 
are seemingly unaware of the importance of 
such tools as the dictionary, the atlas, the 
almanac, the standard histories, a book of 
quotations, a generous size anthology, etc. 

Is there not some effective means of empha- 
sizing this need to parents, so that the pres- 
sure of demand on public collections may be 
lessened? Could not the Parent-Teacher As- 
‘ociations, for example, be the agencies 
through which parents might be made to 
realize the usefulness of home libraries? The 
P-T. A’s might well have a home library 
or book talk on their programs every year in 
which sound advice would be offered to par- 
ents who are anxious to give their children 
all reasonable aid and encouragement in their 
studies. If the parents of every seventh- 
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grade child could start a good home refer- 
ence library, the next six years of the child’s 
life would be greatly enriched and the results 
of each school year more gratifying. 

The bookseller should face seriously his 
part of the responsibility for building up 
these home collections. He should not be 
content with supplying diversional reading 
for the children but should be equally in- 
terested in selling reference books. The store 
in its displays can visualize the home library 
and its essential needs; in its promotion it can 
drive home again and again the indispensa- 
bility of the familiar reference books. The 
fall is an excellent time to start such a cam- 
paign. Why not make it one feature of 
Book Week? 


Styling Fall Lists 


THE PUBLISHERS FALL CATALOGS are always 
an exhibit in themselves of typography and 
cover design, and some of them should be 
submitted, and it is to be hoped that some 
of them have been submitted, to the 
Exhibit of Commercial Printing which the 
American Institute of Graphic Arts annually 
organizes. 

Among this year’s stack of colorful cata- 
logs we notice that the Viking Press has an 
especially lovely cover in blue and gold and 
well-arranged typography in two colors in- 
side. Scribner’s has a boldly lettered cover 
in red on white, a well-planned page with 
the various elements of book interest care- 
fully set forth. The Borzoi catalog is a strik- 
ing piece of lettering in blue and silver with 
Sans Serif type used throughout. Double- 
day, Doran’s catalog is one of outstanding 
design in red and yellow with bold lettering. 
Dodd, Mead have turned to a photographic 
cover with great success, and there are 
numerous photographs used as illustrations 
inside. Stokes’ catalog has a bright yellow 
cover, and the types used have been excel- 
lently selected. These are but a few of the 
colorful catalogs which the bookseller has 
been receiving in his mail.

Heritage Press First to Sign 
Fair Trade Agreement 


Tue Herirace Press, which has three promi- 
nent booksellers on its board of directors, has 
announced that it will offer New York State 
booksellers a contract modelled on the Fair 
Trade Agreement developed by the Ameri- 
can Booksellers Association. The Press thus 
becomes the first publishing house to make 
use of the price maintenance machinery set 
up in New York State by the Feld-Crawford 
Act, which provides that book publishers, 
among others, may enter into contracts with 
retailers within the state, the contracts stipu- 
lating that the retailer will not sell the mer- 
chandise at prices lower than those set by the 
publisher. Once one of these contracts has 
been signed for a particular book, all retail- 
ers in the state are bound to observe the 
minimum price stipulated. 

In the forthcoming issue of The Sandglass, 
the Heritage Press house organ, there is a 
message to booksellers in regard to the sign- 
ing of the agreement. It reads, in part: 

“If you have read the previous issues of 
this Sandglass you will have learned two 
things: First that we believe we have created 
a line of books which are magnificent values 
at the list price of five dollars; second, that 
the leading booksellers of America agree 
with us so emphatically, we expect to sell 
out our first printings before publication. We 
have based our list price of five dollars upon 
several factors: the amount of money re- 
quired to make a truly beautiful book; the 
amount of money required to get these books 
distributed and into the hands of booksellers; 
the amount of money required by the book- 
sellers in order to sell these books to their 
customers. In this third category, we have 
accepted the statements of booksellers that 
they require a discount of forty per cent from 
the list price. We have no opinion about 
this percentage; we do not think we need 
to have an opinion; we want the leading 
booksellers of America to sell our books for 
us, and we accept the statement of the lead- 
ing booksellers, that a discount of forty per 
cent is required by them in order that they 
might meet their expenses and make a living. 


“Each book we publish is a splendid bar- 


gain at a retail price of five dollars per copy. 
If we are to sell many copies of these books, 
it is necessary that every one of our cus- 
tomers should agree with us. Your custom- 
ers know nothing about the expenses of dis- 
tributing books. When they look at a copy 
of our edition of “Romeo and Juliet” jt js 
necessary that they should feel, immediately, 
that it is grand value for five dollars. But if, 
leaving your shop, they go to a competitive 
shop and find a similar copy of the same 
book offered for sale at four dollars, it is only 
logical that they should conclude that this 
book can be profitably sold for four dollars 
and that five dollars is too high a price. 

“If anyone in the world can prove to us 
that our books can profitably be sold for less 
than five dollars, while the bookseller still 
gets forty percent, then we will reduce the 
price. Until this happens it will obviously be 
injurious to the Heritage Press for any book- 
sellers unfairly to cut the retail price below 
the announced list of five dollars. The 
Heritage Press, therefore, being a publishing 
house organized with the active cooperation 
of booksellers, now announces that it will ac- 
tively cooperate with all booksellers in main- 
taining the fair list price.” 


New Price War in New York 


ANOTHER PRICE WAR Of serious proportions 
has broken out in New York City. Price 
cutting, of course, goes on all the time; but 
every so often, the situation gets more acute. 
Stern’s book department began recently to 
cut prices more drastically than it had 
hitherto, and other department stores whose 
shoppers shop Stern’s every day began to 
meet the competition, undercutting Sterns. 
Then on Thursday night Stern’s advertised 
on the book page of the World-Telegram: 
“Best sellers remarkably low priced!” and 
listed: “Vein of Iron,” list price, $2.50, Stern s 
price, $1.29; “Europa,” list price, $2.75, 
Stern’s price, $1.59; “North to the Orient, 
list price, $2.50, Stern’s price, $1.29; “Mary 
Queen of Scotland and the Isles,” list price, 
$3.50, Stern’s price, $1.89; “Seven Pillars 0! 
Wisdom,” list price, $5.00, Stern’s price, 
$2.79; “Lucy Gayheart,” list price, $2.00. 
Stern’s price, $1.21; “The Stars Look 
Down,” list price, $2.50, Stern’s price, $1.39: 
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“Life With Father,” list price, $2.00, Stern’s 
price, $1.443 “Asylum,” list price, $2.00, 
Stern’s price, $1.29. 

Book shops around town immediately felt 
the effects of this situation. One large store 
which had been selling “North to the Orient” 
like hot cakes has sold only 30 copies since. 
4 small shop which has done a particularly 
swell job selling “Seven Pillars of Wisdom” 
has sold just 2 copies since. Customers 
stopped buying at their regular shops, pre- 
sumably in search of bargains. Book shops 


cancelled orders from the publishers, and be-. 


gan to buy from the cut price stores, since 
they could buy them there at lower than 
wholesale prices. Macy’s has been selling 
only one copy of a title to a customer, so every 
bookshop list boy who went out on any errand 
brought back books from department stores. 

Book stores bought books at these prices: 
“Europa,” $.99; “North to the Orient,” $1.09; 
“Vein of Iron,” $1.09; “Seven Pillars of Wis- 
dom,” $2.17; “The Stars Look Down,” 
$1.18; “Good-bye Mr. Chips,” $.34, and 
“Mary Queen of Scotland and the Isles,” 
$1.68. 

“Europa” was the most drastically cut 
price, perhaps because it was advertised in the 
World-Telegram on Thursday night right 
next to the Stern ad. 7 

A group of 18 booksellers called a meeting 
on Thursday, Oct. 17, at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania asking publishers to attend and discuss 
with them whether anything could be done 
to relieve the situation which has become des- 
perate, just as the fall season, with one of the 
best lists in years, has got under way, and 
out-of-town shops are all reporting better sales 
than in several years, with customers in the 
mood to spend money. 


Two New Publishers Announced 


Horizon House, a new publishing organiza- 
tion, has just been formed with editorial 
ofhces at 108 East 38th Street, New York 
City. Eugene Foeldes, president of the Craft 
Linotype Company, is president and produc- 
tion manager of Horizon House, and Will 
Scarlet, a contributor to the New Yorker, 
Life and other popular magazines, is super- 
Visory editor. In announcing the organiza- 
tion Horizon House announces a credo of 
Title Control,” saying “Since list making 
is the crux of the publishing problem; and 
since list-making practices have, in general, 
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possessed more madness than method; and 
since the excessive number of titles published 
has been directly responsible for the low 
sales of a large proportion of titles . . 
Horizon House is committed to the princi- 
ple and practice of Voluntary Limitation of 
Titles!” No list has yet been announced. 

Another new publishing house, Knight 
Publications, has just been organized with 
offices at 118 East 28th Street, New York 
City. The policy of this house will be 
the publication of vital non-fiction titles of 
timely interest, written in a 20th century 
style. Knight Publications is definitely not 
in the market for fiction. Mrs. Belle Hoff- 
man is president and secretary of the organi- 
zation, Burton C. Hoffman is vice president 
and secretary and Maurice Byck is on the 
board of directors. The first title to be pub- 
lished by this house will be “China’s Mil- 
lions” by Anna Louise Strong, author of “I 
Change Worlds,” on November 15th. 


Whitmore & Smith in Dallas 
to Dramatize Bowker’s 


“Book Parade” 


THE WuitTmMore & SMITH sToRE in Dallas, 
Texas, is planning a Book Parade publicity 
feature for the week of November 18th. 
This is Children’s Book Week, but according 
to Lovick Pierce, manager of Whitmore & 
Smith, who was in town last week, the Book 
Parade will be a graphic parade of all the 
current and forthcoming books of all pub- 
lishers. 

During this week the entire store will be 
arranged to give the greatest emphasis to the 
new books on parade. Naturally they will 
be grouped invitingly in proper classifica- 
tions. Publishers are cooperating in supply- 
ing posters and display material on important 
books. A group of the travelers will be in 
the store during the entire week, assisting 
in the presentation. Another very important 
feature of the parade will be the “model home 
libraries” that will be grouped according to 
price and character of the book. Mr. Pierce 
said he felt that the response and good-will 
will carry through the Christmas season, and 
make permanent book customers for the 
store and for other stores throughout the 
Southwest. 

On Sunday, November 17th, the Dallas 
News will issue a twelve-page literary sup- 
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plement and during the week the store will 
distribute several thousand of Bowker’s hand- 
some new holiday catalog The Book Parade. 
The News will carry feature reviews of the 
new fall books giving special emphasis to the 
Southwestern scene. Advertisements will be 
carried tying up directly with the reviews. 
This paper goes to more than a hundred 
thousand homes in the Dallas trading terri- 
tory. 

A special invitation has been extended to 
Southwestern authors living in or near Dal- 
las to be in attendance to meet informally 
the parade visitors. Prominent authors who 
will attend are J. Frank Dobie whose new 
book “The Tongues of the Monte” has just 
been released by Doubleday and Walter Pres- 
cott Webb whose “The Texas Rangers” will 
be an important book on the Houghton Mit- 
flin fall list. The presence of a hundred or 
more authors will be an event for the public. 
Asked if they would be called on to auto- 
graph their books Mr. Pierce jokingly re- 
marked “An un-autographed book about 
Texas or by Texas writers will be exceed- 
ingly scarce after the show.” 

Mr. Pierce will be assisted in the staging 
of the parade by J. F. Albright and the en- 
tire staff of the book department. Outside 
assistance will be used in reaching clubs, 
schools and newspapers. 


Barnard Senior Wins Story Prize

Thomas Wolfe Sued by Agent 


A suit for $10,000 has been entered against 
Thomas Wolfe, author of “Look Homeward, 
Angel” and “Of Time and the River,” by 
Madeleine Boyd, literary agent. Miss Boyd 
claims that the money is due her as a 10% 
commission on Mr. Wolfe’s royalties from the 
American and foreign sales of his novels, as- 
serting that under an agreement made in Jan- 
uary, 1929, she was to receive a 10% commis- 
sion on all royalties from “Look Homeward, 
Angel” and all other books by Mr. Wolfe. In 
his answer Mr. Wolfe concedes that there was 
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an agreement but states that Miss Boyd has 
received a commission on royalties from 
American and European publications of the 
earlier novel and that she is not entitled to 4 
commission on royalties from the later book. 
since he had terminated the agreement in 
1932 following a dispute over the German 
royalties from “Look Homeward, Angel.”

Westermann’s Colorful New Store 
Foreign Books Get New Setting Near Rockefeller Center 


A COLORFUL NEW sToRE brilliant with new 
foreign publications and art books in all 
languages was opened last week at 24 West 
48th Street. B. Westermann Company, 
which has for many years been located on 
Forty-sixth Street, has taken over the ground 
floor, balcony and basement of a new build- 
ing which faces the southern side of Rocke- 
feller Center. Forty-eighth Street has been 
taking on new importance for retailing be- 
cause of the fine character of the shops and 
its proximity to the Center. 

The front of the store is impressive, with 
a beautiful arched doorway and two huge 
display windows. On entering, the customer 
looks down a long carpeted aisle with newly 
designed counters and shelving on either 
side and an appropriate display of pictures. 
The architect for the interior was Chester 
Root, and the details of cases and wall space 
were handled by the Kenneth H. Ripnen 
Company. Striking, indeed, are the deep blue 


shelves and bookcases of especially designed 
steel construction produced by the Security 
Steel Company. Every section and counter 
has been made to order to fit the store and 
the colors especially selected by Ernest Eisele, 
the general manager of the business. All the 
shelving is movable by a very simple system 
of shelf supports one inch apart, and the 
ledges three shelves from the floor can be 
pulled out and pushed back so that when 
in use they do not hinder the display value 
of the lower shelves. Higher shelves for art 
books have been made to measure. All the 
displays on the counters have been kept low 
in order not to cut off the general view down 
the store. 
Half way to the rear is an easy staircase 
to the mezzanine, which will be used for art 
exhibits, the current opening show being 4 
display of the reproduction of art of the Pitt 
Palace which has been gathered from var! 
ous European print makers, Framed prints 
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The colorful little section set aside for children’s books in the new Westermann 
store, showing the comfortable low benches and easily accessible shelves

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from each new exhibit will be at the front of 
the balcony to attract the interest of all who 
enter the front door. On the mezzanine, too, 
is the private office of Mr. Eisele and in an- 
other part is the bookkeeping department. 

Just at the foot of the stairs up to the 
mezzanine is a colorful little section for the 
display of children’s books, in German, 
French and other languages with its own 
comfortable low benches. 

Throughout the store, as a contrast to the 
brilliant blue of the steel furniture, are the 
bright red cushions of occasional seats which 
supply spots of pleasing color. 

On entering the store in the section to the 
left are the collections of art books and on 
the right are the general new German publi- 
cations, French books, Spanish and _ Italian 
books. Under the mezzanine are classified 
sections for subject books. Under the mezza- 
nine, also, is a large counter with a very com- 
plete collection of reference books on foreign 
publications which can be used by the cus- 
tomer either with or without the aid of an 
order clerk. Special attention is given to this 
service. 

A broad stairway to the basement leads to 
a large room for second-hand books, where 
there will be bargains of all kinds. The 
balance of the basement is used for duplicate 
book stocks. 

Ernest Eisele, who directs the store and 
who planned its unusual equipment, is well 
known for his long connection with the New 
York booktrade. He is the present treasurer 
of the American Booksellers’ Association. 
He makes annual trips to Europe to main- 
tain his connection with German and French 
publishing and is also known to all libraries 
through the displays of Westermann stock 
at library conventions. 

This new 48th Street shop is an interesting 
example of the application of modern orna- 
ment and furniture to the book business.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., is one of the cities that 
is using the occasion of the four hundredth 
anniversary of the first printed Bible in Eng- 
lish to put on an exhibit in the Public Li- 
brary. Many Bibles of local interest were 
loaned by citizens who found great pleasure 
in participating in the display. 
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Authors’ Voices Recorded 


Rosert Frost has been added to the list 
of authors whose readings have been re. 
corded on the new type of record produced 
under the auspices of the National Council of 
Teachers of English and _ the magazine 
American Speech. The recording has been 
done by a new mechanism which has been 
developed by Erpi Picture Consultants. This 
instrument is the result of many months of 
research in sound recordings by the labora 
tories of the American Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Company, whose engineers state that 
these new instruments can cover an octave 
below the usual radio or phonograph record 
and an octave and a half above, thus giving 
the full register of the reproduction of the 
human voice. 

The first author recorded under this proc- 
ess was Gertrude Stein, who made three 
phonograph records last winter, one consist- 
ing of excerpts from “The Making of Amer- 
icans,”’ another “A Valentine to Sherwood 
Anderson” from “Portraits and Prayers,” the 
reverse side of this record containing 
“Madame Recamier an Opera,” the third rec- 
ord being “Matisse” and “If I Told Him. A 
Completed Portrait of Picasso” from “Por- 
traits and Prayers.” 

The records are twelve-inch of the usual 
commercial style, and play from three and a 
half to four minutes on each side. Each rec- 
ord is priced at $2.50 and may be ordered 
from American Speech, Columbia University 
Press, 2960 Broadway, New York. The rec- 
ords are made with the permission of the 
authors and the publishers, whose names are 
made part of the records. These records are 
expected to be used in schools to give a per- 
sonal touch to the knowledge of the great 
writers. The cost of the recording of one 
record has been estimated at about $700 or 
$800. 

Robert Frost’s records were made during 
his recent visit to New York to lecture at the 
New School, and on three records there have 
been recorded about twenty of his poems, in- 
cluding “Death of the Hired Man, 
“Birches,” “The Road Not Taken,” and 
others. 

Arrangements are said to be made for re- 
cordings of readings by Carl Sandburg and 
James Stephens at an early date.

OptimisM over the prospects for this fall 
season is spread as widely among children’s 
booksellers as among those who sell adult 
books.

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Anne M. Davies, head of the children’s 
book department at the Otto Ulbrich Com- 
pany in Buffalo, N. Y., tells us that because 
extensive alterations are being made through- 
out the entire Main Street store it is not 
going to be possible to have a program in her 
department during Book Week. There will, 
however, be special displays in the depart- 
ment centered about three new books by 
Buffalo authors: “Low Bridge” by Jane Ab- 
bott, “Runner of the Trail” by Maribelle Cor- 
mack, and “The Golden Horseshoe” by Eliza- 
beth Coatsworth. The colored original of 
the jacket tor “Low Bridge” will be on dis- 
7. during the Week. In each department 
Or Me store a few of the outstanding books 
be displayed with a small sign adver- 
sing Book Week and directing people to 
the children’s book department.

Miss Davies reports that to date ten Buf- 
falo schools and five schools in Kenmore, a 
nearby town, have made requests for displays 
of children’s books from the store. Classes 
are planning to visit the department, and one 
class has already been working for several 
weeks making notebooks to bring with them 
so that they can make lists of the books they 
would like to own. A very special display of 
books, old as well as new, will be sent to a 
private school in Buffalo where the faculty 
plans to hold a Book Tea for parents.

One 
of the latest projects of this store is to allow 
various committees of high school students 
to review books in the store. The reviews 
will be published in the school papers. 

The St. Paul Book and Stationery Co. in 
St. Paul, Minn., cooperates with the schools 
during Book Week by having books on dis- 
play at the various schools, and finds the 
plan very successful. The store will have a 
special window display for Book Week.

16. In each group a first prize of $10 worth 
of books and a second prize of $3 worth of 
books will be awarded for the best letter of 
not more than 200 words telling what is 
the contestant’s favorite book and why. En- 
try blanks will be furnished with every juve- 
nile book purchased between October rst and 
November 17th.

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News from Publishers 


E. P. Durron, INc., reports that beginning 
Sunday, October 20th, with a half-page ad in 
the comic section of the New York Herald 
Tribune the campaign for the $1 editions of 
the Milne books will enter into its second 
phase. Because of the success of the first 
part of the campaign which began last April, 
this second part will be even more elaborate 
than was originally planned. John Macrae, 
Jr., tells us that the books had an advance 
sale of 56,000 copies. In addition to this 
advance the publishers hope to ship out be- 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 copies on orders 
they had accepted to be confirmed between 
October 15th and November roth. The goal 
is 250,000 copies by Christmas, and indica- 
tions are that a higher figure may be reached. 

Duttons’ has prepared a great deal of pro- 
motion material, much of which is directed 
not towards normal book buyers but toward 
new customers. Included in the promotion 
material is an attractive four-page circular, 
supplied free with dealer’s imprint, 437,500 
of which have been ordered so far; a counter 
and window display which holds and dis- 
plays the four books; a new poster in full 
color for counter, window or table display; 
four free advertising mats of four of the 
most popular ads used to date. In addition 
the publishers have helped and are helping 
stores to work out elaborate individual dis- 
plays. Besides the regular advertising medi- 
ums ordinarily used in a national advertising 
campaign, the publishers are planning their 
consumer advertising to reach hundreds of 
thousands of new families through the comic 
sections of large metropolitan newspapers 
throughout the country, to reach children 
through such magazines as Child Life, Junior 
Home, Parents Masazine, St. Nicholas and 
Mickey Mouse, to reach families in farming 
sections through Successful Farming, Country 
Life, Country Gentleman, Farm Journal and 
The Farmer's Wife, to reach the religious 
held through The Christian Science Moni- 
tor, The Churchman, etc., and to cover the 
educational field through The Instructor, 
The Grade Teacher, etc. 
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A contest for children based on “Adven- 
tures in Puddle Muddle” by Mary Graham 
Bonner has been announced by E. P. Dutton 
& Co. For the best letter by a child about 
the book Dutton’s will give $25 worth of 
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books. There will be a second prize of $10 
worth of books and a third prize of a set of 
the dollar editions of the four A. A. Milne 
books. John Macrae, Jr., says that “Adven- 
tures in Puddle Muddle” is one of those chil- 
dren’s books which children themselves 
adore. Many letters have come to the pub- 
lishers since the publication this fall telling 
how much children have enjoyed the story.

LAWRENCE W. SANDERS

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ONE FEATURE OF THE COMING AUCTION SEASON 
undoubtedly will be the special interest given 
to first editions of American authors by con- 
signors and collectors. The demand for “fine 
copies” will be greater than ever, and the 
supply appears to be decreasing. There are 
rumors of the sale of several important col- 
lections, but if they are sold it will be after 
the holidays. Several of the auction houses 
that gave special prominence to American 
first editions last season will continue the 
same policy. But most of these sales were 
composed of odd lots and small consignments 
of the less rare material in inferior condition. 
Collectors are still unsatisfied with anything 
less than the finest condition, and this atti- 
tude results in a wide range of prices. One 
factor that will add to the interest in collect- 
ing in this field is the demand for first edi- 
uons of authors that have not been promi- 
nent heretofore. This is partly the result of 
increased bibliographical information, and 
partly to the widening trend noticeable dur- 
ing the last five years. Probably the decline 
in collecting first editions of modern English 
authors has had something to do with it. 
The most influential factor is the general be- 
lief that this is the best time that collectors 
of American “firsts” will ever have to make 
a collection at moderate prices. This feeling 
has more to do in creating a market than any- 
thing else. 


Tue Chicago Book and Art Auctions, Inc., 
will hold its first sale on October 22nd and 
October 23rd when selections from the li- 
brary of the late J. V. Thompson of Union- 
town, Pa., with additions, will be sold. The 
538 lots include rare Americana, several most 
important pieces of Western Americana, 
among them Pattie’s “Narrative,” 1831, Rey- 
nolds’ “Sketches,” Palmer’s “Journey to Ore- 
gon,” Huddy and Duval’s Military Magazine, 
books relating to the Revolution with many 
curious books in all fields. An innovation 
is introduced in this catalog. After the list- 
ing of each lot an appraisal, or estimated 








value is given in parenthesis, for example 
(Est. Val. $5—$10) means that in the opin- 
ion of the cataloger of this particular auction 
lot—allowing for all considerations of condi- 
tion, etc., the value lies roughly within this 
price range. It will be interesting to see how 
this experiment works out. The prices in 
this appraisal must necessarily be the retail! 
price. Many lots are sold at a wholesale price 
and are bought by booksellers for stock, or 
resale. If the larger portion of a sale is 
bought by booksellers for stock the prices 
will be very much under the estimated value, 
and will look to the uninitiated as if books 
were selling low when they might be bring- 
ing a good wholesale price. It is said that 
the sole purpose of this innovation is to help 
mail bidding and it doubtless will have this 
effect. Experienced buyers will know that 
these estimated values bear no necessary rela- 
tion to the prices at which lots may sell at 
auction. A lot may sell at one-quarter of the 
estimated value or it may fetch twice as 
much. If it is a very rare and desirable item 
it may bring a high record price, a com- 
mon occurrence in the dispersal of distinctive 
collections. These estimated values, if skil- 
fully made, will add to the value of the cata- 
logs of this auction house for reference use, 
and will be a time-saver for many buyers. 


THE PARAGRAPH in this department in the 
issue of September 14th, in reference to the 
Yale University collection of Ruskin presented 
to it by Robert B. Adam, has brought the fol- 
lowing letter from the librarian of Wellesley 
College Library: “Readers of The Publishers’ 
Weekly may be interested to know that Wel- 
lesley College owns a Ruskin collection ‘per- 
haps as complete and interesting as that at 
Yale. Besides all authorized editions of Rus- 
kin’s works and many rare pamphlets con- 
taining addresses, introductions to exhibi- 
tions, etc., publications of Ruskin Societies, 
Annals, and other periodicals where Ruskin’s 
work first appeared as well as all separate 
editions mentioned in your paragraph, there 
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are proof sheets of the first edition of part 
of ‘Modern Painters’ with the author’s cor- 
rections, India proofs of the illustrations of 
this work, presentation copies, and a large 
collection of biographical, bibliographical and 
critical material and a complete set of the 
catalogs and announcements issued by 
George Allen. A file of portraits consisting 
of prints, engravings, cartoons, etc., and much 
other Ruskiniana as well as four volumes of 
letters to the Rev. J. P. Faunthorpe, 1878-89 
are included in the collection. The fact that 
this collection was presented to the college 
library by Mr. C. E. Goodspeed who still 
adds to it from time to time will be an indi- 
cation of the completeness of the collection, 
as few persons are more enthusiastic ‘in their 
admiration for Ruskin or in a better position 
to obtain rare items.” Ruskin collectors will 
be glad to know there are two such extensive 
collections available to the student as the 
Adams collection at Yale and the Goodspeed 
collection at Wellesley. It would be good 
news to learn that there were two other col- 
lections of similar completeness in other 
American educational institutions. 


NEARLY ALL To WHOM the advance notice of 
the purchase of the Cotton Mather copy of 
the First Folio of Shakespeare was sent made 
the common mistake of saying that it was 
“purchased in 1623 by Cotton Mather.” It 
was quite possible for it to have been brought 
to this country in 1623 and undoubtedly it 
was once owned by Cotton Mather. But it 
was not possible for Cotton Mather to have 
bought the book in London and imported it 
in 1623 for he was not born until February 
12, 1663. Mr. Charles N. Baxter, librarian 
of The James Blackstone Library, Branford, 
Conn., a regular reader of these pages, calls 
our attention to this slip, for which we thank 
him. 


CataLtoc No. 103, “Americana, Books and 
Pamphlets Relating to the Exploration, Set- 
tlement and History of the United States,” 
just issued by Edward Eberstadt, 55 West 
42nd Street, comprises frontier explorations, 
pioneer narratives, Indian history, historical 
annals and researches, memoirs of early set- 
tlement, personal journals of the empire 
builders, and other rare material. This is 
the first of a series of catalogs embracing the 
collections of the late Frederick S. Dellen- 
baugh, librarian of the American Ceogranhi- 
cal Society; Ferdinand Cartwright Ewer, edi- 
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tor of The Pacific News and of California’: 
first magazine, The Pioneer, and the library 
of a noted collector of, Western Americana. 
The rarer items include two of the greatest 
overland narratives, Johnson and Winter's 
“Route Across the Rocky Mountains, with « 
Description of Oregon and California,” 8\o. 
original boards, Lafayette, Ind., 1846; and 
Wilkes and Burnett’s “The History of Ore 
gon, Geographical and Political, 8vo, hal: 
morocco, New York, 1845. There is an 
extraordinary “gold discovery” broadside oi 
1849, “Map of the Gold Regions of Califor- 
nia,” showing the routes by Chagres and 
Panama, Cape Horn, etc., and there are many 
other scarce, out-of-the-way and important 
works. In its entirety the catalog is a most 
unusual one. 


Tue New York Pustic Lisrary now has on 
view an exhibition of “Life in the Middle 
Ages” as pictured in manuscripts and books 
of the fifteenth century from the Spencer 
collection of illustrated books. Examples 
have been chosen which show the medieval 
illustrators’ records of most phases of the life 
of their time. There are illustrations of 
childbirth, marriage and death; domestic 
scenes, town and country life; monasteries 
and schools; games, sport and war. Among 
many other things, the illustrations show how 
houses were built, towns defended and the 
devil resisted. The great changes in living 
conditions which the exhibiton reveals are 
hardly more striking than: its presentation ot 
the constancy of human nature. The prob- 
lems with which the man of the Middle 
Ages was called upon to deal were very dil- 
ferent from those of today but his manner 
of dealing with them appears quite modern.
